are preſerved from moſt. terrible diſeaſes; 
but otherwiſe, they are immediately tub- 
je& to the falling Sickneſs , the Paltfie, the

example of a widow, who was afflicted 
with intolerable ſymptomes, till the abun- 
dance of the ſpermatick humour was di- 
miniſhed by the hand of a skilfull Midwite, 
and a convenient oyntment , which paſ- 
ſage will alſo furniſh us with this argument, 

that the aſe of Venery is exceeding whol- 
ſome, it the woman will confine her {cle 
to the Tawes of moderation , ſo that ſhe 
 feele no weariſomneſſe, nor weaknelle in 
her body, after choſe pleafing conflits.. 
Moſt certaine it is, that barren women 
are more tormented with ficknefſe, then 
thoſe that arc fruitful, becauſe, they who

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zand other Powrtents , or liquors which. 
breed flow , and thick jnices. 


le "You may know when the Menſtruum is, or 
1s | will ſoon be ſuppretied by che relation of 
1c | che fick woman, who commonly will make 


theſe diſcoveries ; that ſhe hath no ftomack 
to her meat, that for a long time cogether 
fie hath felt a heavineſſe over all her body, 
witha paine in her back, her privities, and 
her Matrix: beſides, you your ſelf may diſcern 
preeniſb palene(s in her face ; Sometimes ſhe 
is croubled with loud belchings , and cruel! 
os in her belly ; but frequently with the 

d-ach, eſpecially in the forepart of her 

head, and when the bloud is Ropped,& purri- 
hezin her body, preſently there ariſeth a Fe- 
ver,by reaſon of that Sympathy,Communion, or 
conſent between the Matrix 8 the other parts. 
 Many,and irreparable are the inconve-
